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SARL Digital Contest 


The aim of the Digital Contest is to establish as many contacts as possible between 
radio amateurs in Southern Africa using the PSK31 / RTTY mode. The contest is 
open to all radio amateurs in Southern Africa (General Rules 1.b) 

The contest takes place from 13:00 to 16:00 UTC on Sunday 1 December 
with PSK31 and RTTY activity on 80, 40 and 20 metres. 

80 metres (3 580 to 3 600 kHz) 
40 metres (7 040 to 7 060 kHz) 
20 metres (14 070 to 14 099 kHz) 

PSK31 is preferred at the lower end of the specified frequencies and RTTY 
is preferred at the upper end of the specified frequencies. Please note that USB 
must be used at all times. Refer to (General Rule 16) 

A station may be contacted twice on each band once on RTTY, once on PSK31. 
The exchange is a RST report and a sequential serial number starting at 001 

Contacts with stations listed in General Rule 1.b are worth 3 points. Contacts 
with stations NOT listed in General Rule 1.b are worth 1 point. 

Multipliers. The first contact with each area listed below will be used as a 
band multiplier.

Scoring. Band total = QSO points X number of call areas worked per band. 
The final score =sum of the band totals. Logs shall be submitted by 9 December

Democratic Republic of Congo 9Q. On 11 November, after three years of negotiations, the 
local Regulatory Authority for Post and Telecommunications officially authorised the Ama-| CALLING 
teur Radio Association of the Democratic Republic of Congo (ARAC) to use 9QOAR (club station call sign) and 
9QOHQ (special event call sign). 


South Africa, ZT. ZT1T will be operating from 8 December 2013 to the Twelfth Night of Christmas. Celebrat- 
ing the rescue of ZSIAFS and ZS1AFR from mid-South Atlantic, they will be using this unique prefix ZT1. 
This is the third Christmas that the ZT1T call sign is being aired. 

Also, one of the permanent licence conditions is that visitors to the ZSIAFS/ZSI1AFR station can op- 
erate the ZT call after presenting a current amateur radio licence for verification. QSL to ZS1AFS direct

) ILLW reaches 100 on its list 


he honour of being the 100™ registration in the annual International 
Lighthouse and Lightship Weekend goes to South Australia's Point 
Lowly Lighthouse, to be activated by the Whyalla Amateur Radio Club 


VK5BWR. Club President Alex Glinski, VK5ALX, says the activation will 


be within the heritage listed caretaker's cottage. 


Previously club members put VKSBWR on air from an emergency generator room, and some spent the 
night rugged up in sleeping bags or on the back seat of their cars. Alex, VK5ALX, claims that with the more 
comfortable overnight accommodation available for members it will be the best weekend ever. 

Whyalla's annual show which attracts 20 000 people is also on the same weekend and some of the visi- 
tors will also come to the Point Lowly Peninsula and lighthouse. This means that VK5BWR set-up in a courtyard 
has a great opportunity to promote Amateur Radio activity and a bit of lighthouse history. 

Built in 1883 the lighthouse is Whyalla's oldest structure standing 15 metres tall, made of local sand- 
stone, and on a point jutting into the northern end of the Spencer Gulf. Powered these days by electricity and 
a powerful tungsten halogen lamp, it started with a wick burner fuelled by mineral oil and then a kerosene va- 


porising light unit. 


Made redundant by the Australian Maritime Safety Authority in 1993, it was bought by the Whyalla 
City Council in 1995 with help of the South Australian Government. Under local control the light was reactivat- 
ed after it and two cottages had been beautifully restored.
